opened by the Deuine power of Jeſus 


Chailte,foz the paſſage of his true bodie. 
Fo2ifhehad the power to make th? opt 
his angell, to deliner ſaint Peter out 
pꝛiſon, it was alſo as eaſie fo: hym to 
make open to entre to his Diſciples, by 
meanes marueilous, as his godlie pleas 
ſure was, without changyng the nature 
of his bodie into a ſpirite, oꝛ into any o⸗ 
ther that was not a true bodie. Alſo the 
Euangeliſt dooeth not ſaie, that Jeſus | 
wet thzongh the gates, but that be came | 
to his diſciples, and that he was there in 
middeſt of them, the gates beyng ſhutte. 
M herin he giueth to vnderſtad,in _ 
takes 
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keare his Diſciples were, bepng aſſew- 
dled together, and that he would declare 
aͤnd ſhewe in that, a pꝛiuie manifeſtacis 
dt his Deuine power, by the whiche the 
gates did open hefoꝛe hym.enteryng mi⸗ 
kaculouſlp, to make his Diſciples moze 
attentife to his diuinitie. In concluſion, 
the bodie of Jeſus Chzilte , is not like a 
ſpirits. Alſo that it bee inũnite and euer 
where :maie not be a true bodie, noꝛ true 
man, it he were as well infinite, by rea⸗
